Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  1949* 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Northampton  Rural  District  Council, 

My  Lady,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  m y  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1949  upon  the  health 
of  the  Rural  District,  being  the  thirtieth  I  have  had  the  honour  to 
present 0 

SECTION  A. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions. 

Social  Conditions : - 

The  district  is  chiefly  an  agricultural  one,  having  a  fairly  large 
number  of  farms,  many  of  which  are  milk  producing.  There  is  a  large 
engineering  factory  at  Duston,  producing  tapered  bearings,  whilst  at  Roade 
an  engineering  factory  is  engaged  on  the  production  of  motor  car  parts, 
and  included  at  these  works  is  a  chrome  plating  department. 

At  Billing  and  Weston  Favell  are  tanning  factories  and  thero  are 
several  small  boot  and  shoe  factories  in  the  district. 

Many  of  the  working  population  of  the  villages  around  Northampton 
are  employed  in  the  industries  in  that  town. 

Area;-  The  area  of  the  district  is  50,010  acres. 

Population?.-  The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  civilian  population 
to  be  18,760  persons,  and  the  total  population  18,810  persons. 

Deaths?-  The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  by  the 
Registrar-General  after  adjustment  for  outward  and  inward  transferable 
deaths  was  230,  as  compared  with  168  in  1948,  The  crude  death  rate 
based  on  the  estimated  population  was  12,26  per  thousand  as  compared  with 
9,15  for  1948,  The  standardised  deqth  rate  being  10,42,  The  following 
table  shows  the  death  rates  for  the  quinquennium  1945— 49>  together  with 
the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  Administrative 
County,

The  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the  Public  Health  Department 
is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  whose  laboratory, 
in  charge  of  which  is  Dr,  L,  Hoyle,  is  situated  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital,  The  bacteriological  examination  of  water  supplies  is  also 
carried  out  by  Drft  Hoyle, 

The  milk  supply  is  examined  for  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality  at 
the  County  Council  Laboratory,  Northampton,  where  methylene,  blue,  coliform, 
phosphatase  and  turbidity  tests  are  applied  as  required, 

3,  Diphtheria  intitoxins- 

A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  always  available  for  use  in  the  district 
by  applying  to  the  dispenser  at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital, 

4,  Ambulance  Facilities;- 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  (Section  27)  the  County 
Council  became  responsible  for  providing  a  free  ambulance  service  as  from 
the  5th  July,  1948 The  service  provided  meets  the  needs  of  the  district,

7.  Hospitals;- 

As  from  5th  July,  the  responsibility  for  all  hospital  accommodation 
was  transferred  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  to  the  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board 0 

Northampton  General  Hospital  is  available  for  medical  and  surgical 
and  also  maternity  cases.  The  Harborough  Road  Isolation  Hospital  is 
available  for  cases  of  infectious  nature  and  mental  cases  are  treated  at 
St,  Crispin  Hospital,  Duston,  The  latter  hospital  being  situated  within 
the  area  of  the  Council,, 
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Section  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area, 

1,  Water : - 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  can  be  grouped  into  three  classes, 
namely,  (1)  supplied  by  the  County  Borough,  (2)  piped  supplies  by  the 
district  council  and  (3)  private  supplies  and  public  wells. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  County  Borough  to  the  parishes  of 
Little  Billing  (part),  Duston,  Hardingstone,  Upton,  Weston  Favell  and 
Wootton  is  satisfactory  in  quality,  but  at  Hardingstone,  heavy  donand  has 
again  caused  periodical  paucity  of  supply, 

A  piped  supply  is  provided  by  the  Council  to  the  following 
parishes:-  Brafield,  Denton,  Harpolo,  Hartwell  and  Ashton,  Roa.de, 
Kislingbury,  Yardley  Hastings,  Upper  Hoyford  and  parts  of  Bugbrooke, 
Cogenhoc,  Collingtrcc,  Hacklcton  and  Quinton,  The  supply  fron  Harpole 
has  again  proved  very  satisfactory  during  the  past  year,  but  the  snaller 
sources  of  supply  have  proved  somewhat  lacking  during  the  sumer  months, 
and  a  considerable  quantity  of  water  has  been  carted. 

Water  supplies  derived  from  private  and  public  wells  are 
far? 'from  satisfactory  and  in  nearly  every  case,  upon  being  analysed,  have 
proved  to  be  polluted  with  faeoal  coli.  This  unsatisfactory  state  will, 
of  course,  be  rectified  with  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Councils 
District  Water  Supply  Scheme, 

Particulars  as  to  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  number  of 
the  population  supplied  from  public  water  mains  etc,,  is  given  in  Table  9 
on  page  26, 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  past  year  considerable  progress  has  been  made,  in 
connection  with  the  provision  of  adequate  sewage  systems,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  under  review  the  following  stages  had  been  reached

Again  no  serious  complaints  have  been  received  of  any  pollution 
of  rivers  or  streams  in  the  area,  with  the  exception  of  the  stream  receiving 
Roade  sewage  effluent  and  the  River  Nene,  upstream  from  Northampton,  where 
the  low  flows  experienced  since  1943  often  cause  it  be  sluggish  and 
stagnant  from  the  drainage  it  receives,

During  the  year  nuch  has  been  said  about  Food  Hygiene  and  whilst 
every  endeavour  has  been  nade  to  bring  all  food  prenises  up  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  there  exists  a  need  for  more 
action  -  but  unfortunately  this  cannot  be  carried  out  until  the  villages 
have  both  piped  water  and  an  adequate  sewage  system. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  district,  but  regular 
inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  of  shops,  travelling  vans  and 
other  food  premises.

10,  Tuberculosis 

12  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (6  males  and  6  females) 
were  notified  as  compared  with  15  in  1948,  Two  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified.  Thirteen  persons,  (6  male,  7  female)  died 
from  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  The  ages  and  sex  incidence  of  the

During  the  year  115  samples  were  taken,  87  being  from  public 
supplies  and  28  from  private  wells,  etc.  Of  these  107  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  remaining  8  for  chemical 
examination. 


With  the  exception  of  2  samples  (1  each  from  Duston  and  Wootton)  all 
the  remainder  were  from  untreated  water.  The  results  of  the  bacteriological 
samples  have  been  categorised,  and  the  following  percentages  obtained:—

Of  the  8  samples  submitted  for  chemical  examination,  all  were  from 
Yardley  Chase,  and  sampled  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  -  all  proved  to  be 
suitable  for  drinking  purposes. 

Table  8  of  the  Appendix  gives  details  of  the  supply  to  each  parish, 
and  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  samples  taken. 

Table  9  of  the  Appendix  gives  particulars  of  how  the  population  is 
served  for  water  supplies, 

4,  Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  only  drainage  works  commenced  during  the  year  was  at  Great 
Billing,  which  was  commenced  in  September,  Plans  are  well  in  hand  for  many 
villages, 

5 ,  Public  Cleansing , 

During  the  year  under  review  the  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage 
has  continued  satisfactorily.  Four  parishes  having  a  weekly  collection, 
namely  Dus ton,  Hardingstone,  Weston  Favell  and  Wootton,  whilst  in  the 
remaining  parishes  the  collection  is  made  fortnightly, 

6,  Housing. 

Much  work  is  required  to  be  done  on  housing.  One  must  recall  the 
further  depreciation  to  houses  that  were  condemned  as  unfit  as  long  ago  as 
1937  and  are  still  occupied  -  in  some  cases  the  Council  have  re-housed 
several  families  from  these  properties  and  there  appears  to  be  a  continual 
stream  of  people  ready  to  occupy  such  houses,  with  a  hope  that  the  Council 
will  re-house  them. 

It  has  been  reported,  that  in  one  district  of  the  County  *key  money* 
is  being  taken  by  owners  before  allowing  families  to  occupy  such  houses. 
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6,  Housing  (Continued) . 


In  1947  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  as  recommended  in  the  Hobhouse 
Report  (1944)  was  completed  and  this  survey  showed  that  of  the  5,131  houses 
in  the  district,  no  loss  than  836  houses  are  recommended  for  action  by  the 
Council  under  Section  11  or  Section  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 

One  should  also  constantly  keep  in  mind  Section  85(2)  of  the  same 
Act  which  reads  —  *The  authority  shall  socuro  that  in  the  selection  of 
their  tenants  a  reasonable  preference  is  given  to  persons  who  arc  occupying 
insanitary  or  overcrowded  houses  or  are  living  under  unsatisfactory  housing 
conditions, 

7.  Salvage. 

During  the  year  the  collection  of  household  salvage  has  been  carried 
out  at  the  same  tine  as  the  collecting  of  refuse.  The  tota,l  amounts  of

There  aro  three  licenced  sites  in  the  district,  one  is  a  very 
controlled  camp,  but  the  others  and  sporadic  camping  are  not  all  that  could 
be  desired. 

The  main  difficulty  experienced  during  the  year  has  again  been  with  the 
scrap  irorv^wood  merchant”  type  of  canper  -  on  one  site  no  less  than  five 
caravans  and  eight  tents  were  erected,  but  following  action  by  the  Council 
the  site  was  soon  cleared* 

9.  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Two  cases  of  infestation  were  reported  during  the  year,  one  case  in 
a  Council  house  (discovered  during  re-decoration)  and  the  other  in  condemned 
property.  In  both  cases  the  disinfestation  was  successful  and  no 
reinfestation  has  occured. 
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10.  Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 


The  year  has  seen  considerable  change  in  the  control  which  local 
authorities  have  over  Milk,  On  the  1st  October  two  Acts  became  operative 
viz:  The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  and  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Act,  1949.  The  former  transferred  the  powers  of  registering 
and  supervising  dairy  farms  and  dairy  farmers  from  the  local  authority  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Under  the  powers  bestowed  by 
the  second  mentioned  Act  -  the  Minister  of  Food  may  specify  areas  in  which 
it  will  be  obligatory  for  all  milk  sold  by  retail  to  be  sold  under  a 
special  designation.  However  it  is  not  expected  that  such  areas  will  be 
specified  until  at  least  1951.  Regulations  have  been  made  under  both 
the  above  mentioned  Acts,  and  it  is  under  these  regulations  that  local 
authorities  became  the  registration  authorities  for  all  distributors  of 
milk,  except  producer  retailers  and  also  additional  powers  in  relation  to 
infections  which  are  likely  to  be  transmitted  by  milk.  The  Council  are 
also  responsible  for  the  issuing  of  dealers  licences  to  persons  with 
premises  within  the  area  who  sell  designated  milks  and  the  issuing  of 
supplementary  licences  to  persons  with  premises  wutside  the  district  who 
retail  designated  milks  within  the  area  of  the  Council, 

During  the  year  43  samples  of  milk  were  taken  -  41  being  submitted 
to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  the  remaining  2  to  the  Phosphatase  Test, 

Both  the  Phosphatase  Tests  and  30  of  the  Methylene  Blue  Tests  were 
satisfactory,  (or  74.4^),

The  majority  of  the  Grade  4  results  obtained  cane  fron  one 
manufacture  and  although  numerous  tests  were  carried  out,  the  source  of 
the  contamination  could  not  be  pinpointed,  although  it  is  believed  to 
have  been  due  to  inefficient  cleansing  of  the  plant,  and  after  the 
personnel  were  changed  results  were  immediately  improved. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  7  samples  were  tested  for  the  presence 
of  coliform  bacillus,  which  was  found  to  be  present  in  every  case.

In  July  and  November  conferences  were  called  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  at  which  Medical  Officers  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the 
County  attended  to  discuss  the  formation  of  a  Clean  Food  Guild,  and 
whilst  it  is  expected  that  further  conferences  are  to  be  held  early  in 
1950,  there  appears  to  ''e  somewhat  of  a  stalemate  in  existence  -  the 
cause  of  which  is  unknown. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  issued  model  byelaws  relating  to  the 
handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food,  and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open 
air  to  which  it  is  hoped  that  consideration  will  be  given,
